1 . Prior to the issuance of U.S. Patent 6,019,789, from which the present Application is a 
Reissue Application, all of the omitted inventors signed declarations stating that they

On July 3, 2002, Cathie Dyer of Boston Scientific Corp. forwarded the 
letter and declaration, again by Federal Express, back to Quanam Medical 
Corporation for Mr. Eury's review.
